KENTUCKY’S 

HUMILIATION 

Caleb Powers Elected to Con¬ 
gress in tbe Eleventh. Defeat¬ 
ing Don C. Edwjrds. 


London, Ky., Sept. 16. - The over¬ 
whelming defeat of Congressman D. 
C. Edwards for the Republican nom¬ 
ination for Congress in the Eleventh 
District by Caleb Rowers, was a sur¬ 
prise to but verv few people in the 
district, except possibly Mr. Edwards 
himself and a few of his organizer*. 
Very few of his sympathizers have 
had anv hopes of his success for sev¬ 
eral weeks. 1 hree months ago it wa* 
plain to be seen that there was an 
overwhelming sentiment among the 
voters for Powers. 

Mr. Edwards and bis friends expect¬ 
ed a reaction as the campaign progress¬ 
ed. While the crowds which came oat 
to hear Powers speak were on an 
average more than twice se large as 
those drawn by Edwards, the frieoda 
of the latter consoled themselves with 
the belief that tney were coming out 
to see him through cunosity having 
heard so much of him daring his four 
trials on the charge of complicity in the 
murder ot Governor Goebel, and that 
they did not intend to vote for him. 
Thus ail the unfavorable signa were ex¬ 
plained awty by the frienda of the 
Congressman. 

Never in the history of the old “bloody 
Eleventh.” which is the banner Re¬ 
publican congressional district m the 
United States, has there been a more 
bitter politic*! battle The fight put 
up by Mr. Edwards was a hard one. 
He has done much for his district 
while in Congress. 

The more arguments advanced against 
Powers the closer his friends clung to 
to him and the more vigorously they 
defended h im. It was the rank and 
BM^BFnW^aiHI^WMMMM) by Power*. 
They bad been taught by the Republi¬ 
can press and campaign orators ia every 
campaign for the past ten year* that 
Powers was innocent of the crime of 
which he was accused and that he had 
been persecuted and had bat himself 
on the altar for the cause of “civil 
liberty” and the Republican party, and 
was a martyr for tbe cause they had 
: been taught to love. 

I To say Power* was guilty of the 
| Goebel murder caused many of hi* 
followers to admire him the more. 
i when told that Powers got rich while 
in jail and that he charged $600 for a 
Republican speech in Johnson County 
last fall, his followers either refused 
to believe the charges or gloried in his 
-achievements, if true. 

From the beginning hi* follower* 
have been loyal and unchangeable. The 
influence of Senator Bradley, though 
not active, had been figured a strong 
factor in Powers’ behalf. When only 
a few days ago J N. Sharoe, a close 
fnend of Congressman Edwards, waa 
given a recess appointment for the 
office of United State* Attorney for 
| the Eastern district of Kentucky, it 
w as well known that it was done for 
the purpose of aiding Mr. Edwards by 
showing that the national administra¬ 
tion waa for him. 

Mr. Powrrs stated at his headquar¬ 
ter* at Barboursvnle that he was welL- 
pleased and that his majority would be 
between 10,000 and 12.000. 

Mr. Ed wards had nothing to axy, but 
he will not be an independent candid¬ 
ate, as has been predicted. 

The Democrats will endeavor to pot 
out their strongest men and make a 
strong effort to defeat Power* by aid 
of the Edwards vote. Judge James D. 
Black, Judge S. B. Dishman. of Bar- 
boursville, or Gen. P, Watt Hardin, ot 
Williamsburg, will likely be the Dem¬ 
ocratic nominee. 

Late returns shows thkt only threw 
counties are to be found in tbe Edwards 
column, and they are Laurel, Beil and 
Pulaski, and his majority in his bom* 
county, Laurel, is less than 30 vote*.

Louisville.—The eighth annual Ken¬ 
tucky State fair began here Monday. 
For many weeks the members of the 
state t-oard of agriculture, fdrestry mao 
immigration and J. W. Newman, sec¬ 
retary of the state fair, have worked 
diligently to make the fair this year 
l.lgger and better than ita predeces¬ 
sors, and how well they have succeed¬ 
ed was shown at the opening. 

The officials of the fair were hard 
at work at the grounds Sunday, put¬ 
ting on the finishing touches, and 
when the gates were opened Monday 
it was on an exhibition that Kentuck¬ 
ians have every reason to be proud 
of.

When during the hot weather the 
hard worked horse suddenly stops 
sweating, lags, weakens, pants and 
has hot dry skin and extremely red¬ 
dened membranes of the eyes, nose 
and mouth he is suffering from heat 
exhaustion and by using the ther¬ 
mometer It would be found that his 
temperature la over 106 degrees. 

Unless a horse in this condition la 
immediately rested, put in a cool, 
shady, breezy place and there cooled 
off be will be likely to fall and die of 
heat apoplexy or "sun stroke." 

It therefore is well to know and look 


suffers fearfully from the direct rays 
of the sun. Also shade the polls of 
horses at work and Is such a way that 
atr can pass under the shading hat 
or other cover. 

When a horse shows symptoms of 
heat exhaustion stop work, stand him 
under a tree where there is a breeze, 
shower his body with cold water from 
a sprinkling can. keep cold wet pack* 
to the poll of his head and give him 
large, frequent doses of stimulants 
such as whisky in strong cold coffee. 

Do not bleed him or give him aco¬ 
nite or other poisonous drugs. Re¬ 
peat the dose of stimulant every half

RAILROAD COMMISSION ENJOINED 


L. A N. Seek To Prevent Officials Re¬ 
ducing Rate on Grain. 


Frankfort.—Suit for an Injunction 
to prevent the Kentucky Railroad 
commission from putting Into effect a 
rate of 5 cents on grain out of Loule-^ 
ville on the Springfield and Lebanon^ 
branches of the L; & N. railroad was 
filed here. Later, at Maysville, a tem¬ 
porary restraining order was granted 
by Judge Cochran, ana the next move 
will be an effort to obtain a perma¬ 
nent Injunction. 

The L. ft N. recently was Indicted 
and fined in the Federal court In 
Louisville for charging 10 cents on 
grain shipped from points in other 
states, from Louisville to points on 
the L. ft N. The rate at that time was 
5 cents on local business and It was 
charged that there was no Interstate 
tariff justifying the rate. The L. ft 
N. confessed judgment and then boost¬ 
ed the local rate out of Louisville to 
10 cents to, correspond wjth the 
through rate. The railroad commis¬ 
sion ordered that the rate be put back 
to 6 cents on complaint ol the Green¬ 
brier D'l&tllling company and 20 other 
distilleries. The -L. * N. then sued 
the railroad commission to test the 
right of the commission to enter the 
order to put into effect the old rate. 
The case will be hard fought 

At a meeting of the commission a 
reduction In the rate of steam coal 
from Beattyvllle to Versailles waa 
ordered. The present rate, wnich was 
complained of as being excessive, was 
9L» a ton. The commission directed 
that the legal rate be 90 cents a ton 
The complaint on which the reduction 
was ordered wa^ made by the Ver¬ 
sailles E'ectrlc Lighting company 
against the L. ft N. railroad. The case 
has been before the commission for 
several months and the complaint haa 
been carefully considered.

If you would escape, 
see to It that you get at all time a 
plentiful supply of fresh air.

Great Writer's Remains Lie In the 
Pantheon, the Terrostrlal Valhalla 
of the French. 


Paris.—Tears of effort made Eralle 
Zola a great writer and earned for 
him the prospective honor of a grave 
In the Pantheon, the Westminster ab¬ 
bey of France. One little letter took 
him that privilege. Then a court de¬ 
rision made It possible ten years after 
lhe letter was written for his bod/ to 
rest with France's immortal ones un- 
ler the legend on the Pantheon’s 
dome: "To Great Men, the Grateful 
Fatherland." 

Zola died In 1902 from accidental 
suffocation by coal gas escaping from 
a patent heated. Literary glory came 
to Zola through hla great works, "La 
3ebacle," "La Fortune de Rougon.’ \ 


ONE thousand Zurich wo- 
/ W P yi men have declared for unl- 
< rll fcjJ vera&l suffrage. It Is a re- 
cent movement there, 
though otter Swiss cities 
have been Interested for some time 
fn the much mooted question. Alto¬ 
gether the little country has 17,000 ad¬ 
vocates for giving women the ballot. 
Recently the women of Zurich canton 
petitioned the state’ for the right to 
act as Jurors on a case In which a wo¬ 
man was the defendant. Their re¬ 
quest was refused. Later, with char¬ 
acteristic (Swiss bravery, they sent In 
another petition to the legislature ask¬ 
ing the right to sit In Judgment on 
special courts, such as are held In 
France for adjusting differences be¬ 
tween mistress and maid, and other 
eases where differences arise between 
s woman employer and a woman em¬ 
ployee. While this, too, was denied. 
Parliament admitted the sex's eligibil¬ 
ity to such an office. 

"We are not talking much about It." 
-said the vice president of the Zurich 
Woman's Suffrage society, Frauletn 
Honneger. "lest publicity frighten the 
state Into retarding the concession. It 
Is not much of a gain, but,” she added 
with true suffrage optimism, "It Is a

The "/’accuse!" letter o» /he Drey- 
r«a case set hla back ten years. Id 
mis letter the writer accused army 
and civil officials of criminally con¬ 
niving to place the guilt of treasona¬ 
ble correspondence on Captain Drey¬ 
fus. The government had Zola tried 
and sentenced on defamation charges 
to serve one year In prison. Zola was 
assaulted In the streets of Paris by 
his countrymen. Four years after hit 
death, the highest court of France de¬ 
cided that Dreyfus was ntk guilty and 
Zolas "J'accuse!” letter, when read In 
the courtroom by Dreyfus's lawyer, 
was applauded and cheered. So Zola, 
dead, has received honors which Zola 
living, was refused. 

The Pantheon is the terrestrial Val¬ 
halla of the French. It Is a great 
cross-shaped basilica, with a dome 
nearly 200 feet high. It stands on a 
hill on the Latin quarter side of the 
Seine on the site of a Christian church 
built 1,200 years ago. As most liv¬ 
ing Frenchmen crave the Cross of the 
Legion of Honor or admission to the 
French academy, so most Frenchmen 
long for that greatness which de¬ 
mands a burial in the Pantheon. And 
Zola has It. 
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Tbe best investment possible is a 


preserved an unbroken line from the nrst prince- 
abbot, Eberhard, Duke of Franconia, to the pres 
ent head. Abbe Colomhan I. It Is the only Cath¬ 
olic church in the world not dedicated by human 
hands: the legend Is that Christ himself perform¬ 
ed the act. 

Einsledeln and vicinity were known as the Som¬ 
bre Forest away back In the eighth century, when 
a holy hermit. Melnrad, the son of Prince Bcrthold 
of Hohenzollern, built for himself a cell in which 
he lived many years. He was murdered by bri¬ 
gands to whom he had offered hospitality and 
who had hoped to find concealed treasures; all 
tljey got was a chalice and some books, ltavens, 
whose evil characteristics had been disarmed by 
UJP gentle hermit and had become his compan¬ 
ions, pursued the assassins to Zurich, screaming 
and plcklog at the villains' heads The strange 
actions of the Irate birds attracted the townspeo¬ 
ple's attention and they questioned the murderers, 
»ho, terrified, acknowledged their crime. In the 
Einsledeln Abbey coat-of-arms aje two ravens. 

When the noble edifice was erected over the 
hermit's cell the walls of tho cell were enclosed 
In black marble and made into a chapel. It stands 
In the nave of the church and. while plalD In style, 
the richness of the material and the simplicity of 
design make It Impressive. On the altar stands 
the renowned statute of the Black Madonna, 
bronze and many hundreds of years old. The 
chapel Is known ns the Holy Chapel, because of 
the remarkable legend regarding Its dedication. 

This Is the story. On September 14, 918. 8alnt 
Conrad, bishop of Constanco. came st the lnvlta 
tlon of Abbot Eberhard lo consecrate tho new 
church. Ho was attended by tho E.nperor Othon, 
the Empress Adelaide and a large retinue of clergy 
aud courtiers. As they knelt preparatory to be¬ 
ginning the ceremony suddenly the chapel became 
Illuminated with a celestial brilliancy and before 
the altar stood the 8avior performing the office of 
dedication, assisted by the four evangelists. 

At the right and left of tha divine aejebrant 
angels swung censers which emitted a thousand 
sweet perfumes, the apostle. Saint Peter, and tho 
Pope, Saint Gregory the Great, held the vestments

In the German Renaissance, dates from 1694. The 
university and the famous federal polytechnic 
with their numerous Institutions, laboratories and 
clinics are In the northern part of Grosse S tad t. 

Switzerland Is the most mountainous country 
of Europe, three-fourths of lta area being covered 
with mountains. The grandeur of the scenery has 
been pictured and described innumerable times. 
With the exception ol certain iwrtlona of Amer¬ 
ica, there Is nothing In the world to equal It in 
beauty. The central and southern parts are oc¬ 
cupied by the Swiss Alps, which spread over 
nearly three-fifths of the entire area. The .Tura 
Mountains cover the northwestern portions of the 
country. 

Far up in the mountains Is the beautiful little 
town of Einsledeln. I was fortunate enough to be 
present during a week-end musical fete. In which 
singing societies from the country and from neigh¬ 
boring Bavarian towns were present In numbers 
exceeding 2.00K Switzerland, having only the 
summer time for holidaying, has organized a 
movable saengerfest by which each town rnd city 
gets Its share of gay song and Jolly visitors. All 
the cantons were represented at Einsledeln and 
every house was decorated with Swiss colors, 
scarlet and white. 

Early In the afternoon the open air concert be¬ 
gan. It was held In the vast, sloping square In 
front of the Benedictine abbey. The assembling 
of the singers was picturesque. Each canton 
carried a banner, individual societies carried 
great horns filled with flowers and the women 
singers wore white gowns and crimson sashes. 
As the quiet, well-behaved little place has but one 
policeman, tho fire brigade turned out to give a 
semblance of civic authority, also to serve’ as a 
guard of honor. And while the, marchers were 
massing around the conductor's box a cannon 
was kept firing a vigorous welcome. The bright 
Swiss decorations on the quaint, gabled houses, 
tbe gay Sunday dress of the women, the encir¬ 
cling mountains—tho nearby ones dark green, (he 
distant peaks snow-tipped, edelweiss-decked— 
made a splendid, bid world pictures. 

And the definite note was the ancient abbey 
of Einsledeln, which called the town Into being, 
and which is one of the celebrated shrines of 
Europe. The abbey church, known as Notre 
Dame des Ermltes. Is a grand basilica, the edifice 
flanked on either Bide with monastery buildings. 
Since the year 934 the abbey of Einsledeln has

WIRELESS MESSAGES ANCIENT 


Switzerland has no women's clubs. But while 
he suffragists are engaged flong one line, anoth 
•r body of women is working for philanthropy. 
V group, of young women representing the fore- 
nost Zurich families has organized this year a 
•ractlcal training Bchool where members study 
■lie needs of poor children and thereby help to 
letter their unfortunate lot 

"We are endeavoring to Interest our young girls 
>f leisure and education In this work." said one of 
the promoters. Franleln Fertz, herself a beautiful, 
earnest and cultured young woman. The medical 
Inspector of schools Is assisted by this guild. Chil¬ 
dren of the poor receive two fuli meals gratis In 
Swiss schools, and If the mothers of these chil¬ 
dren be employed at outsldo work until a lato 
boor the guild takes charge of the little ones. 

Through the Influence of this guild a law was 
passed last year by which a guardian Is appointed 
fof illegitimate children and this guardian ca>i 
compel the lather of a deserted child to contrib 
uta to Its support If the mother be under age 
also she, too, becomes a ward of this guardian. A 
similar organization to the Zurich guild exists In 
German cities, and, by a similar state law, the ab¬ 
sconder of moral obligations Is traced easily and 
extradited. To women Is due the large number of 
temperance restaurants existing In Switzerland. 
Frau Professor Oreille of Zurich la the origina¬ 
tor of this movement. 

Socialism Is spreading in Switzerland; (hough 
how a country governed by the referendum sys¬ 
tem can be possibly more democratic passeth un¬ 
derstanding Made up of three races. German, 
French and Italian, socialists or these kindred 
nations have entered Switzerland and scattered 
broadcast seeds of discontent In the brave, beauti¬ 
ful little republic. 

Zurich has led In every movement of Its history. 
It was the storm center of tho Protestant Refor¬ 
mation period In Switzerland. Zwlngli's home 1s 
here. In the Grossmuenster, whose tall towers 
have dominated the town for eight centuries, he 
preached the Proteslant crusade and was the 
ehuroh’a last Catholic pastor and its first Protes¬ 
tant one. High up In one of the towers Is a 
quaint, seated figure of Charlemagne, the legendary 
founder of Grossmuenster chapter Back of the. 
cathedral are the cloisters which now form part of 
n girls' seminary. 

fc an old chapel across the road Is an Interest¬ 
ing collection of articles relating to the Reforma¬ 
tion, Including letters written bv Calvin, Luther 
and Zwlngll, each remarkably distinct. There Is 
also one by Lady Jane Grey; her penmanship la 
legible as print end she wrote tbe letter tn Latin. 
Back of this little chapel, called the Water 'iburcb. 
is a splendid bronze statue of ZwlnglL 

Zurich is the capital of the canton of Zurich and 
ta situated at the oorth end of lAke Zurich. It la 
the largest city In Switzerland The old. tradi¬ 
tional town, with lta narrow. 6teep streets and Its 
high, dark houses, lies on both banks of the Llm- 
mat. The rest of tho city has Rpaclous thorough¬ 
fares and splendid buildings The lake quays In 
tho Kltene Stadt are very attractive. Near their 
northern end Is the fine Tonhalle. a popular mod 
era concert building and pleasure palace In tbe 
vicinity of their southern end Is the beautiful 
Bel voir park. Neat the Tonhalle, the stately 
main street of the city—the Bahnhofstrassc— 
leads from the lake aorth to the railway station. 
The bridges are striking. Adjacent to tbe fine 
Munster bridge is the Waaserklrche. on the right 
bank, containing the city library with 130.000 vol¬ 
umes and over 3,000 manuscripts. It preserves 
more valuable objects.

Among our many wanderings our housnkeep- 
tn* In Hankow was an experience I never had 
before—nor after, writes Florence Gilbert In the 
New Idea Woman’* Magazine.

The peace of mind of tbe mistress de¬ 
pends largely on her "number one boy." the head 
servant, who.
